Polish Committee Cites Danzig 
Corridor Attack.

WARSAW, Poland, Nov. 5.—The 
Central Committee for commemo- 
ration of the 200th anniversary of 
the birth of George Washington 
today adopted a resolution express- 
ing regret for the recent remarks 
by United States Senator Borah re- 
garding revision of the Versailles 
Treaty as regards its effects on the 
Polish corridor. 

“This committee deplores Sena- 
tor Borah’s enunciation aimed at 
renewed subjection of integrally 
Polish soil to a foreign Power,” the 
resolution said.

On behalf of the Council, Briand 
called on the Japanese Government 
to carry out its promise, made to 
the Council in September, by mov- 
ing its soldiers back into the rail- 
way zone as rapidly as security con- 
ditions permit. 

In the note, which was sent to 
Kenkichi Yohizawa, Japan's dele- 
gate to the League of Nations, he 
pointed out that the Council voted, 
13 to 1, 10 days ago, that Japan 
should evacuate. This action, he 
said, “still retains its full moral 
force.” 

Moreover, Briand said, the reso- 
lution of Sept. 30 calling for rapid 
}evacuation—a resolution which re- 
ceived Japan’s support—“retains its 
full executory force.”’ 


The First Four Demands. 


In accepfing the Council’s  rec- 
ommendations, Briand declared, the 
Chinese Government has met the 
first four of Japan's fundamental 
demands, since the Council and Ja- 
pan were in agreement on these 
points. 

The four demands concern mu- 
tual repudiation of aggressive pol- 
icy and conduct; respect for China's 
territorial integrity; suppression of 
all organized movements interfer- 
ing with freedom of trade and stir- 
ring international hatred: and ef- 
fective protection of the Japanese 
population in Manchuria. 


A fifth point demanded “respect 
for the treaty rights of Japan in 
Manchuria.” In this connection 
Briand asserted that Dr. Alfred 
Sze, China’s spokesman, had 
acknowledged that “China is bound 
by the convenant of the League to 
scrupulous respect of ali treaty 
obligations.” | 

“It therefore appears to me,” 
Briand continued, “that ..e Chinese 
Government has given to the coun- 
cil, on which Japan has a per- 
manent representative, pledges 
which cover the various funda- 
mental principles raised by the 
Japanese Government. 


“Feelin:; of Confidence.” 


“In these circumstances I feel 
confident that the Japanese Gov- 
ernment, being desirous of fulfill- 
ing the undertaking which it sol- 
emnly contracted under the terms 
of the resolution of Sept: 30, and 
which moreover it repeatedly con- 
firmed by declarations luring the 
last sessions o. the council, will 
continue as rapidly as possible the 
withdrawal of its troops into the 
railway one, and that it will thus 
be able to carry out that intention 
to the full in the shortest possible 
time.”

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NEW YORK CLEARING HOUSE 
PUTS BAR ON ‘OTHER LOANS’ 


Tries to Remedy Situation Which 
Was a Factor in 1929 
E-xcesses. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—Members 
of the New York Clearing House, 
representing the principal Wall 
street banks, today formally took 
action to remedy the “other loan” 
situation, which has been widely 
regarded as a prominent factor in 
the stock market excesses of 1929. 

Members of the Clearing House 
voted that they would no longer 
place call loans in the stock mar- 
ket for “others,””’ which means, pri- 
marily, for individuals and corpo- 
rations. This will tend to restrict 
the sources of funds for the stock 
market largely to the banks. 

When nonbank funds were flow- 
ing in a torrent into the call loan 
market in 1929, banks complained 
that they were powerless to check 
the flow. which was constantly 
making credit more expensive for 
commercial purposes, both at home 
and abroad. 

The vote of the Clearing House 
banks no longer to handle other 
loans does not entirely prevent the 


practice, however, since banks 
which are not Clearing House 
members, and private banking 


houses, may place loans for the ac- 
count of corporations and individ- 
uals. Since the bulk of this Dusi- 
ness was done by the large banks. 
however. their decision is expected 
to restrict this practice.

Mrs. Graubner, of Canton, 
Said to Have Got Money 
to Obtain Non-Existent 
Estate in Brazil.

CHICAGO, Nov. 5.—Residents of 


Chicago, Peoria, Canton and other 


Illinois cities are thought to have 


paid $100,090 to Mrs. Louise Graub-f 


ner who died recently in Canton, to 
help her collect an estate now de- 
clared to be fictitious. 

Postal authorities of Peoria have 
been checking letters found among 
the woman’s effects in an attempt 
to find an accomplice. 

Attorney J. A. Hayes, who was 
retained by four clients to inves- 
tigate the purported “South Amer- 
ican estate,” said he had learned 
it was non-existent. Three of the 
persons who invested $29,600 in 
the project, would be unable to re- 
cover anything, he said. 

They are Mrs. Laurie Beam -of 
Peoria, who said she was Mrs. 
Graubner’s companion for several 
months and gave her $14,000; her 
son Howard of Canton. who said 
he paid her $10,000’ cash and in- 
dorsecg a $4000 note: Dr. Edward 
F. Addenbrooke of Chicago who 
lost $4600 through unpaid medica! 
bills, and John H. Roberts of Chi- 
cago, a Loyola University medica] 
student who said he turned over 
$1000 and persuaded one of his 
professors and a physician to aid 
Mrs. Graubner financially when she 
was ill in Woodlawn Hospital here 
a year ago. 

Mrs. Graubner, who was about 
55 years old, was a native of Shel- 
don’s Grove, Schuyler County, long 
a resident of Canton, and lately 
of Chicago. She died Oct. 22 in 
St. Francis Hospital, Peoria. 

Her story, according to the four 
victims, was that she was a friend 
‘of a Brazilian who left her $275,- 
000 in a will, and she needed 
money for attorneys’ fees in order 
to collect her share. 

Mrs. Graubner produced letters 
and documents in order to con- 
vince his clients of her integrity, 
according to Hayes. Among them 
was one purporting to be signed 
by Judge Marcus Kavanaugh of 
Chicago who was described as 
administrator of the estate. Judge 
Kavanaugh pronounced the docu- 
ment a forgery. Hayes said docu- 
ments which bore the letterhead of 
the Harris Bank & Trust Co. of 
Chicago also were found to be 
forged. 

Mr. and Mrs. Charles’ Bonner 
of Canton recently filed suit in Cir- 
cuit Court at Lewiston on a $1000 
note given them by Mrs. Graubner, 
the only legal action that has de- 
veloped thus far. Bonner said he 
lost $10,000 and also signed notes 
for other persons who were 
reached by Mrs. Graubner. 

Mrs. Beam had become house- 
keeper of the Bell Hotel in Peo- 
ria as a result of her losses, Hayes 
said. She and her son persuaded 
Some of their friends to share the 
“good fortune” of Mrs. Graub- 
ner.

MAi-GEN. ELLIOTT DIES, 
ONCE HEAD OF MARINES 


Commandant From 1903 to 
1910—Veteran of Span- 
ish-American War. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Major- 
General George F. Elliott, retired, 
who commanded the United States 
Marines from 1903 until 1910, died 
yesterday. Elliott moved to New 
Hampshire when a boy. He re- 
ceived an appointment to the mili- 
sesh academy in 1868, but scholastic 
troubles with French later put him 
on the probation list. He took an 
oral examination in the language 
with the understanding that his 
stay depended upon the result. 

In the middle of the examination, 
President Grant and a number of 
other army officers, including Ma- 
jor-General George H. Thomas, en- 
tered the room excited and embar- 
rassed. Elliott forgot what little 
French he knew. He was dropped 
from the rolls. 

In 1870, to his surprise, he was 
notified that he was eligible for a 
commission in the marines, then 
numbering only a few hundred 
men. He passed this examination. 
Later he was told that he owed his 
place to Thomas. 

“I don't know Gen. 
said Elliott. 

“He saw an examination once in 
which you failed,”” was the reply. 
“and said he Hked ‘the way that 
young fellow .had failed.’” 

Elliott distinguished himself dur- 
ing the Spanish-American War and 
in the Philippines. He is survived 
by his widow and a daughter, Mrs. 
Harold Reisinger, wife of a Colone!

The amount includes $24,800 in 
special gifts and $149,929 reported 
up to last night by 116 parishes 
which have solicited about 53 per 
cent of prospective contributors. 
No reports have been received from 
nine parishes. 

The fund, to be spent through 
42 Catholic charities, i: being 
sought this week by 12,000 volun- 
teers in a house-to-house canvass 
of St. Louis and the county. No 
|goal was set, the Archbishop hold- 
jing that there can be no bounds 
|to charity and that the need must 
be met at whatever cost. : 
| In a statement last night he said 
the urgent need for relief was the 
‘immediate cause of the appeal. 
\‘‘We want this made plain,” he said. 
'“The funds collected will be spent 
‘through the St. Vincent de Paul 
| Society and kindred agencies en- 
‘gaged in’ relief work. ‘The total 
}amount reccived and the order of 
its allocation will be given full pub- 
licity.’’ 
| The Rev. John J. Butler, direct- 
lor general of the campaign, warned 
‘against givin. contributions to un- 
;authorized persons. Reports have 
| been received, he said, of telephone 
'requests for donat.ons, although no 


‘| solicitation is being made by tele- 


| phone. The volunteer solicitors 
have identification cards signed by 
the pastors of their parishes, or by 
Father Butler. : 
Dispensary Work Described. 

The work of the dispensary at 
1509 Chouteau avenue, maintained 
| by the Sisters of St. Mary, was de- 
| scribed in a radio talk yesterday by 
the Key. Leo Steck. The dispensary 
= one of the charities which will! 

participate in the fund. Medical 
| or surgical care was given last year, 
‘he said, to 45,068 patients without 
| charge; 18,322 prescriptions were 
filled and medicine which cost 
$8611 was given free to the poor: 
64,909 homeless men were fed, and 
16,400 baskets of food distributed. 
,“Of those treated absolutely free at 
‘the dispensary.” he said, “46 per 
poons were menibers of some Protest- 

ant church.” 

Former Congressman William lL. 
Igoe, president of St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, described its opera- 
tions. It has, he said, 4000 mem- 
bers and 9%2 conferences in §&St. 
louis and the county, and in the 
year which ended Sept. 30 aided 
4163 families, consisting of 14.570 
individuals, expending $206,000. 

“The conferences meet each week 
to discuss problems of families un- 
der their care,” he faid. “At each 
meeting each member makes a do- 
nation to the conference. When 
persons in need are reported to the 
society, immediate relief is given if 
that is necessary, and then two 
members visit that family at least 
each weck until it is able to take 
care of itself. We not only provide 
food, clothing and shelter, but en- 
| deavor to secure employment, sup- 
| ply medical attention, and.in every 
| way assist the family to become 
| self-sustaining. It is a fundamental 
| rule of the society that in its relief 
| work it will not make any distinc- 
_tion because of race, color or 
creed.”

LONDON, Nov. 6.—Prime Minis- 
ter Ramsay MacDonald remains 
head of the British Government in 
the new Cabinet, with Stanley Bald- 
win Lord President of the Coun- 
cil and Neville Chamberlain as 


Chancellor ef the Exchequer, suc- 
ceeding Philip Snowden. ‘The Cabt- 
net list was announced at No. 10 
Downing street this evening. 

Sir John Simon, one of the coun- 
try’s greatest lawyers and leader 
of one wing of the Liberal party, 
which broke away from David 
Lloyd George, is Foreign Secretary. 

Snowden, who fetired as Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer largely be- 
cause of his failing health, remains 
in the Cabinet as Lord Privy Seal. 
He succeeds Lord Samuel, who held 
that post in the emergency na- 
tional Cabinet and who becomes 
Lord Chancellor in the new Cab- 
inet. 

Sir Samuel Hoare, Conservative, 

is Secretary of State for India :.nd 
leader of an- 
other section of the disrupted Lib- 
is Home Secretary. 
J. H. Thomas, elected on the 
Labor ticket, becymes 
Secretary for Dominions, and Sir 
Philip Cunliffe-Lister, Conserva- 
tive, is Secretary for Colonies. 

The new Secretary for Air is ghe 
Marquis of Londonderry, Conser- 
vative. Sir Archibald Sinclair, Lib- 
eral, is Secretary for Scotland. 

Walter Runciman was named 
president of the Board of Trade, an 
appointment which was regarded as 
MacDonald’s attempt to balance the 
Conservative tariff pressure with a 
Liberal whose mind is open on that 
issue. 

Other appointments included Sir 
H. Hilton Young, Conservative, 
Minister of Health. 

Sir Bolton Eyres Monsell, Con- 
servative, First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty. 

Sir Donald MacLean, 
Minister of Education. 

Sir John Gilmour, Conservative, 
Minister of Agriculture. 

Sir Henry Betterton, Conserva- 
tive, Minister of Labor. 

William Ormsby-Gore, Conserva- 
tive, First Commissioner of Works. 

Lord Hailsham, Conservative, 
Secretary for War. 

The most surprising appointment 
was that of Sir John 
Simon to the Foreign Office.

No order to cease hostilities ever 
has reached him and the former 
officer of German cavalry has gone 
native, married the daughter of a 
tribal chieftain and, as El Hadi 
Aleman, is a desert fighter with 
the title of Caid in the “blue” 
tribe. 

*“Tell the people back home,” the 
Lieutenant recently told the second 
white man he has seenin15 years, 
“that in the South you found Erich 
von Satzen of the Second Uhlan 
Regiment, sent here by the Im- 
perial Government in 1916 and for- 
gotten by the new Government of 
Germany. Tell them he is still 
obeying his orders, still doing his 
duty, still fighting against the 
French.” 

In October, 1916, a secret order 
sent Von Satzen from his Uhlan 
Regiment to report to the com- 
mander of the German Submarine 
UC-20 at Heligoland. He went 
aboard the boat in the night and 
found there Herr Probster, former 
German Consul at Fez, and Capt. 
Achmed Hairy Bey of the Turkish 
Army. 

There were a few commands in 
hushed voices and the submavine 
put to sea to run the French and 
English blockades, to reach Afr'ca 
and land Von Satzen and his two

No permanent system of bi- 
metallism was mentioned, but the 
report declared that measures 
should be taken to increase the 
purchasing power of the consum- 
ers of India, China and the Far 
East by authorizing central banks 
to keep “an equitable proportion”

How to Measure Efficiency. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Diepsich: . 


HE importance of proper returns be- 
ing made to each of the factors jointly 
engaged in a productive enterprise has 
recently been emphasized by Secretary 


ef Labor Doak. 


As pointed out in my contribution to 
your issue of Oct. 26, proper returns are 
to be defined in terms of efficiency; that 
is, each factor is entitled to compensation 
in proportion to its efficiency in produc- 
ing the output. Such a distribution leads 
to the production of a maximum output, 
and. therefore, to the largest return tay 
each factor consistent, but not necessarily 


equal, with a like return to all factors. 
This condition leads to a maximum out- 
put and a corresponding amount of satis- 
faction. 

The next step in the development of 
eur theme is that of devising a way of 
measuring efficiency. This is a some- 
what technical procedure and cannot 
adequately be descrided in a few 
words. However, the essence of the 
process is that of giving each factor, in 
its turn, a small increment and noting 
the corresponding increase in the output. 
The ratio of this increase in output to 
the increment given the selected factor is 
the measure of its relative efficiency. 

Having experimentally tried this out 
‘en one factor, the original conditions are 
then restored and the process repeated 
on the other factors in turn. In the end 
we would have ratios measuring the effi- 
ciency of each of the several factors. A 
comparison of these ratios would enable 
us to determine the relative part that 
each factor should receive of the output. 
In other words, we could determine, for 
instance, if the labor factor was “n” 
times as efficient as the Iand factor and 
“gq” times as efficient as the administra- 
tion factor. Having determined the rel- 
ative efficiency, the output is divided ac- 
cordingly.

The smoke of the British election has rolled away, 
and the Conservatives, pledged to an imposition of 
tariffs, emerge the victors of the field. All that 
remains to allow Americans to turn once more to

@ word of reassurance from Secretary Mellon. It 
seems that some Americans, including stalwarts of 
the Grand Old Party, are worried about a British 
tariff. They suggest that it might react adversely 
on our trade, or even create irritation in this 
country. 

Poor, benighted souls, 50 years behind the times, 
and ignorant of the principles of the “new era” eco 
nomics! Back in the '80s and "90s of the last cen- 
tury, that sort of thinking about tariffs was in fash- 
tion in the United States. A raising of the tariff on 
British goods was presented to the public as a pa- 
triotic duty to complete the work of our ancestors at 
Lexington and Yorktown. To twist the lion's tail, 
put a couple of knots in ft, and then stamp on it 
with both feet, was a fitting peroration to any pro 
tectionist speech. | 

But those days of blatant nationalism passed. At 
the close of the World War, Americans began to think 
internationally. Even our isolationists sensed in a 
vague way.that America was now part of a world 
economic system. New arguments were in. style. 
Our high tariff was no longer a selfish policy, but 
America’s gift to a struggling world. At least, that 
is what the administration told the bankers, college 
professors and Democrats, who, in their ignorance, 
thought that the tariff injured both America and 
the rest of the world. 

It fell to Secretary Mellon to expound this. In 
@ memorandum issued in 1927, he explained that our 
tariff was one of the causes of world prosperity. It 
seemed that high tariffs, by keeping out foreign 
goods, made America prosperous, and the more pros- 
perous America was, the more it could buy from 
abroad. The argument was a bit difficult to follow, 
and some people never were convinced. But it came 
from one of the leading directors of the now bank- 
rupt American Prosperity Corporation (Calvin Cool- 
idge, chairman of the board), and it gave a feeling 
of self-righteousness to the tariff beneficiaries, who 
wanted rates jacked up a little higher. 

Surely, the Secretary has not forgotten his m¢@- 
sage of four years ago. The idea that the raising 
of tariffs by England or any other nation could in- 
jure American trade is too disturbing to confidence 
to remain unchallenged for another day. Here is his 
chance to explain again to his timorous fellow coun- 
trymen that when a country raises tariffs it is sim- 
ply doing its bit to help world prosperity.

Woman’s Duty: To Civilize Society 


Feminism’s goal, to win for women the right to enter all of men's activities, was 
achieved long ago; seeking to imitate males, they have overlooked their civilizing 
power, which men do not possess; as they control about half of nation’s wealth, 
women could divert our society from stress on workmanship to manners and arts.

FIRM of investment bankers made an 
A investigation into the division of our na- 

tional wealth between the sexes. The 
genera] conclusion was that at the time the 
survey was made, say four years ago, nearly 
half our national wealth was controlled by 
women, and that the proportion was t@nding 
to increase steadily and rather rapidly. 

The investigation found that $95,000,000,- 
600 worth of life insurance policies were in 
force in this country, and that 80 per cent 
of their beneficiaries were women. This 
alone would considerably help along the ris- 
ing proportion of female control unless 
there were somewhere some offset which 
the survey did not show. By wills probated 
in New York City, over a given period, 50 
estates out of 70 were left by men to wom- 
en, and 44 out of 69 were left by women to 
women. It found that women were taxed 
on $3,250,000,000 of income agnually: men 
on $4,750,000,000. Women were found to 
be majority or almost majority shareholders 
in some of our largest corporations. 

American women have a good deal more 
purchasing power than this survey shows, 
because many of those who legally own 
nothing are on fairly liberal allowances 
from male members of their families. and 
many more are wage earners who spend 
their wages as they please. There seems 
little ground for doubt that, taking virtual 
control with legal control, our women now 
have more purchasing power than our men 
have.

My main design in writing this article is 
to address a word of exhortation to our fem- 
inists. Modern feminism has contented itself 
with asserting the thesis of women’s ability 
and right to do everything that men can do. 
Feminism has been content with demanding 
the right to vote, to practice politics and 
hold public office, as men do, and to enter 
commerce, finance, the learned professions 
and the trades, on equal terms with men, 
and to share men’s social privileges and im- 
munities on equal terms. Its contention is 
that women are able to do as well with all 
these activities as men can do, and that the 
opportunity to engage in them is theirs by 
natural right. 

This thesis is wholly sound. There is no 

doubt whatever that women can do every- 
thing that men can do: they have always 
done it. Hence feminism can no longer get 
Up an argument on the thesis. I suggest that 
the more progressive and thoughtful femi- 
nists should consider the thesis that women 
can do something which men cannot do. 
, Women can civilize a society, and men 
cannot. There is, at least, no record that 
men have ever succeeded in civilizing a so- 
ciety, or even that they have made a strong 
collective endeavor in this direction. They 
can create the apparatus of a civilization. 
They are first-rate at founding industries, 
building railways, starting banks, getting out. 
newspapers and all that sort of thing. 

But there is no record of their handiness 
at employing this apparatus for a distinctly 
civilizing purpose. The standard cartoons 
and jokes all tend to show that when the

Our American society has always come in 
for an uncommon amount of observation 
and criticism. Every complaint of it on the 
part of both native and foreign critics, as 
far as I am aware, is reducible to the simple 
thesis that it is not a civilized society. There 
is a complete consensus that our society 
leaves the claims of too many fundamental 
instincts unsatisfied; in fact, that we are 
trying to force the whole current of our be- 
ing through the narrow channel] set by one 
instinct only, the instinct of workmanship;

Special meetings for children, 
youths and women for prayer pur- 
poses are fcrbidden as are literary 
and needlework meetings. The 
teaching of religion in any public 
school or private educational § in- 
stitution is forbidden, but persons 
over 18 years old can attend theo- 
logical courses organized by spe- 
cial permission. 

The Goternment is having s0 
much success with its war against 
religion and its propaganda for 
atheism that old conceptions of the 
“holy” Russian peasant, dear to 
the pre-war intelligentsia, may 
have to be revised. Some modern 
writers are insisting that the peas- 
ant was always essentially a pagan. 
The old state religion was one of 
form and fear. The peasant, these 
writers say, went to-church on Sun- 
day and holy days for the “theater 
of religion,” the ornate robes, the 
unintelligible services, the mystery 
of the unfamiliar. 

The five-day week and the col- 
lective farms have done more to 
drive religion from the minds of 
the Russians than the most ardent 
propaganda. Sunday has been elim- 
inated from the vocabulary of a 
great majority of Russians, who 
apparently are concerned more 
about the recurrence of their “rest” 
day after four days of work than 
they are about religion. With the 
nonstop week, Sunday is just an- 
other work day. Industries having 
the six-day week are not concerned 
about Sunday, and if the seven-day 
week is re-established one can be 
sure that the rest day will not be 
on Sunday.

KIECKHEFER AND

IN 3-CUSHIONS 
TITLE TOURNEY

CHICAGO, Nov. 5. -——- Augie 
Kieckhefer of Chicago and Tiff 
Denton of Kansas City, both for- 
mer champions, have been placed 
in the world’s championship three- 
cushion tournament without going 
through a qualifying round, it has 
been decided by the National Bil- 
liard Association. Kieckhefer de- 
monstrated last week in a match 
against Arthur Thurnblad, the 
world’s champion, that he is back 
in form, while Denton, who fin- 
ished fifth in the 1981 #world’s 
tourney, has been advanced from 
the sectionals. 

Denton originally had been 
scheduled to compete in the South- 
ern sectional final, which will open 
at “Yeterson’s Billiard Academy in 


St. Louis, Nov. 10. Kieckhefer, 
who won the Northern title in 


1929, was forced to withdraw from 


competition last season because of 
ill health. 

The field for the world’s tour- 
nament now is certain to have 10 
players. In - ~ ‘tion to Kieckhefer 
and Denton there will be the four 
seeded players—Arthur Thurnblad, 
present champion; Alien Hall, 
Johnny Layton and Otto Reiselt, 
who finished in that order in the 
cham,ionship, and the four sec- 
tional winners. 


Kieckhefer showed remarkable 
form in his exhibitions in Chicago 
last week. First he met five ali- 
stars in individual matches and 
scored 250 points in 194 innings. 
Then he followed with a match 
against Thurnblad, winning by 200 
to 144 in 166 innings. For the 
week Kirckhefer scored 450 
points in 360 innings, for an aver- 
age of 1.25. 

C. A. Storer, president of the Na- 
tional Billiard Asso.i-tion, said 
there was a possibility of 12 play- 
ers appearing in the world’s cham- 
pionship tournament. There is a 
chance that Gus Copulos, veteran 
star, may be placed in the tour- 
nament, and if .ake Schaefer, 
world’s 18.2 balkline champion, 
accepts the invitation extended to 
hime some time ago he will be en- 
rolled. The last two world's cham- 
pionships were limited to eight 
players.

“Toward the latter part of 1375, 
in the Newark shop, I invented a 
device for multiplying copies of let- 
ters, which I sold to Mr. A. B. Dick 
of Chicago, and in the years since 
it has been universally introduced 
throughout the world. It is called 
the ‘mimeograph.’ I also invented 
devices for making and introduced 
paraffin paper, now used for wrap- 
ping up candy, etc.” 

Or take this account which he 
gave of his work on lighting, and 
notice his capacity for infinite de- 
tailed attention equally to things 
small as to things great. 

“Just at that time (1878) I want- 
ed to take up something new, and 
Prof. Barker suggested that I go to 
work and see if I could subdivide 
the electric light so it could be got 
in small units like gas. This was 
not a new suggestion, because I had 
made a number of experiments on 
electric lighting a year before this. 
They had been laid aside for the 
phonograph. I determined to take 
up the search again and continue it. 

“On my return home I started 
my usual course of collecting every 
kind of data. This time it was 
about gas: I bought all the transac- 
tions of the gas engineering socie- 
ties, etc., all the Back volumes of 
gas journals, etc. Having obtained 
all the data, and investigated gas- 
jet distribution in New York by ac- 
tual observations, I made up my 
mind that the problem of subdivi- 
sion of the electric current could be 
solved and made commercial. 

“IT realized that an electric lamp 
to be commercially practical must 
of necessity bear a general compar- 
ison with a gas jet in at least two 
points: first, that it must give a 
moderate illumination, and second, 
that such a lamp must be so de- 
vised that each one could be lighted 
and extinguished separately and in- 
dependently of any others. With 
this basic idea In mind,- we resumed 


our experiments at once.

through my extensive ex- 

peri jed..me tO con- 
clude that the only possible solu- 
tion of the problem of subdividing 
the electric light was that the 
lamps must have a high resistance 
and small radiating surface; also 
that they must be operated in a 
multiple-act system, that is to say, 
independently of each other. 

“I was well acquainted with the 
properties of carbon and knew that 
if it could be produced in the form 
of a hair-like filament, that such 
a filament would have relatively 
high resistance, and, of course, 
small radiating surface. But could 
such a fragile filament be capable 
of withstanding mechanical] shock 
and be susceptible of being main 
tained at a temperature of over 
2000 degrees for 1000 hours or 
more before breaking? 

“Again, could this filamentary 
conductor be supported in a vacu- 
um chamber so perfectly Yormed 
and constructed that during all 
these hours in which it would be 
subjected to various temperatures, 
not a particle of air could enter to 
disintegrate the filament? And not 
only so, but the lamp, after its de- 
sign, must not be a mere labora- 
tory possibility, but a practical 
commercial article capable of be- 
ing manufactured at low cost and 
large quantity, and capable of long 
distance shipment without injury. 
These and a multitnde of minor 
considerations—minor, but none the 
leas important—combined to form 
a problem of great magnitude. 

“As already stated, I found that 
T could not use carbon successfully 
in my earlier experiments, because 
the rods or strips of carbon.I then 
employed, although much larger 
than filaments, would not stand, 
but were consumed in a few min- 
utes Onder the best conditions I 
then had at my command. Now, 
however, that I had found means 
of obtaining and maintaining high

looked, and the lamp continued to 
burn. The longer it burned, the 
more fascinated we were. 

“None of us could go to bed, and 
and there was no sleep for any of 
us for 40 hours. We sat and 
watched it with anxiety growing 
into elation. The lamp lasted 
about 45 houra, and I realized that 
the practical incandescent lamp 
had been born. I was sure that if 
this rather crude experimental 
lamp would burn 45 hours, I 
could make a lan.p that would 
burn hundreds of hours, and even 
up to a thousand. 

“Up to this time I had spent up- 
wards of $40,000 in my electric- 
light experiments, but the result 
far more than justified the expen- 
diture, for with this lamp I made 
the discovery that a filament of 
carbon, under the condition of high 
vacuum, was commercially stable 
and would stand high temperature 
without the disintegration and 
oxidation that took place in all 
previous attempts that I knew of 
for making an incandescent burner 
from carbon. Besides, this lamp 
possessed the characteristics of 
high resistance and small radiating 
surface, permitting economy in the 
outlay for conductors, and requir- 
ing only a small current for each 
unit of liight—conditions.that were 
absolutely necessary of fulfilment 
in order to accomplish the subdi- 
vision of the electric-light current. 


éé ITH the invention of a 
W practicat incandescent lamp 
I had merely stepped over 
the threshold of a complete sys- 
tem. While we kept up a constant 
series of experiments for the 
greater perfection of the lamp, I 
busied myself in dvvising the other 
essential parts of the system I had 
conceived. There was no precedent 
for such a thing, and nowhere in 
the world could we purchase these 
parts. 
“It was necessary to invent ev- 
erything: dynamos, regulators, me- 


ters, switches, fuses, fixtures, un- 
derground conductors with their 
necessary connecting boxes, and a 
host of other detail parts, even 
down to insulating tape. Every- 
thing was new and unique. The 
only relevant item in the world at 
that time was copper wire, and 
even that was not properly insu- 
lated. 

My laboratory was a scene of 
feverish activity, and we worked 
incessantly, regardless of day, 
night, Sunday or holiday. I had 
quite a large force and they were 
a loyal lot of men as a whole, and 
worked with vim and enthusiasm. 
We accomplished a great deal in a 
short space of time, and before 
Christmas of 1879 I had already 
lighted up my laboratory and of- 
fice, my house and several other 
houses about one-fifth of a mile 
from the dynamo plant, and some 
20 street lights. The current for 
these was fed through underground 
conductors made and insulated for 
the purpose.”

Her health is fairly good, and 
she is a grammar school graduate.

O says Dr. Bomar, Ieafing 

through her questionnaire, The 

questions she asked some hun- 
dreds of mothers in all parts of the 
country—the answers to which 
provided the details for this little 
picture—included these: 


Do you belong to ® woman's 
club? If so, what is its purpose? 


How much time @o you give to 
bridge playing a week? 

How many times do you attend 
movies during the week? What 
type of film interests you most? 


Do you attend concerts given in 
your town? If so, how often? 


Do you attend lectures given in 
your town? If so, how often? 

Do you have “family parties,” 
when only members of the family 
congregate for a good time? If so, 
how often? What is the chief form 
of entertainment at these parties? 

Any woman who wants to see 
how she compares with this “aver- 
age mother” can answer those 
questions herself and compare the 
results with Dr. Bomar’s averages, 
compiled above. 

Miss Fisher, meanwhile, has 
gone through her list of material 
to find out just how mother puts 
in her day. Here is the typical! 
schedule, as she found it, for an 
average American mother: 

Seven o'clock: Rise, help younger 
children to dress, get breakfast. 

Eight to nine, gex children off to 
school; wash dishes. 

Nine to 11, make beds, go to 
market, tidy up the house. 

Eleven, cook children’s lunch, 
set table, etc. 

Twelve to one, give children 
lunch, see that they are tidy for 
the afternoon school session. 

One to two, wash up after lunch- 
eon. 

Two to five, sew, darn, take the 
baby out in his ‘carriage for an air- 
ing, go shopping, visit school, go 
to movies or a party, receive callers 
—and so on. 

Five, prepare supper or dinner. 

Six, serve evening meal to family, 
wash dishes. 

Seven to nine, put children to 
bed: listen to radio, call on neigh- 
bors, or receive calls, help young- 
sters with lessons, read paper or 
magazine. 

Nine to 11, set bread, lock up 
house, retire.

Now Dr. Bomar discovered that

Incidentally, Dr. Bomar has tabu- 
lated the figures about bridge- 
playing and movie-going in an in- 
teresting manner. 

Selecting various widely-separ- 
ated cities at random, Dr Bomar 
found that the average number of 
hours mother devotes to bridge 
each week is about as follows: 

In San Francisco, three hours; in 
Lincoln, Neb., two hours and 54 
minutes; in Atlanta, three hours, 


and 36 minutes; in Spokane, one’ 


hour and 30 minutes; in Cranston,
